It 
was a nation's tribute to a national 
hero and the sorrow of a whole people 
was expressed when America added 
the chaplet of cypress to the brow that 
so long nad worn the laurel 
The 


burial service beneath the leafless trees 
at Arlington, was preceded by services 
n the cturch of the Covenant on Con- 
necticut Avenue, at which every de- 
partment of the government was rep- 
resented, 
including the 
President, 


Congiess, the Supreme Court, all the 
ranking officers of the army and navy 
within reach of Washington, Lawton's 
old comrades of the line and staff, the 
diplomatic corps in all its brilliance of 
uniform and decoration, and as many 
citizens of all degrees'as were fortu- 
nate enough to find standing room 
within the walls But the crowd with- 
in was insignificant compared with the 
:housands who braved the lowering 


Inter day for a glimpse of the flag 


draped caisson with its military escort 
as it passed through the streets. Hun- 
dreds more made the toilsome pil- 
grimage to Arlington to hear the last 
words pronounced above the open grave 
where President, cabinet and the gen- 
eral commanding the army stood with 
bowed heads till the last volley had 
been fired and the bugle sounded taps. 
It was the horae-coramg of a hero 


Lawton, to the gieat bulk of Ameri- 


cans, had been the incarnation of the 
American soldier 
He- had made his 


mark In the Civil war from the Miss- 
issippi to the sea and it was he who 
bad beaten at his own game Geroni- 
mo, the gieatest master oC the desert 
craft and mountain fighting that the 
west had ever known, and who In the

was In tribute to these qualities that 
the Lawton fund had fn a few weeks 
swelled past all the expectations of its 
originators 


For a day and' a night, the body of

at the head and feet

SAMP FOR A -WINTER VEGETABLE 


While at Hampton we bought a 


quantity of samp, which is a very 
coarsely broken form of white copn 
that is seen daily in the South, and 
that It is of a most delicious flavor. 
It is for sale in most of our large 
groceries in the North and is. delicious 
It is very easily prepared, but takes a 
long time for cooking

TO COOK SAMP. 


Pick over 1% cupfuls of the samp, 


and stir it into two quarts 'of boiling 
salted water Use about 1% teaspoon- 
fuls of salt 
Boll for ten minutes or 


so, stirring often, then set on the 
back of the range, and cook six or 
eight hours, stirring occasionally and 
adding more boiling water, if it gets 
dry. It should be quite moist At the 
last, a little milk may be added, and 
cooked until it is nearly 
absorbed. 


Be sure that the samp is salt enough, 
and have it very hot when it is sent 
to the table, as it cools rapidly.

"In order to pass customs or to get 
your boat recorded, which every new- 
comer has to do when hie Is on the way 
to the Klondike, upon the entrance to 
every river, so that .in case of an acci- 
dent by drowning, yod can be traced 
by your friends or relatives, you are 
obliged to give the officials a tip of 
from five to. ten dollars, or else you are 
obliged to wait several days before 
you can get your boats recorded. 


"At all times there will he found a 


large number of idle men around Daw 
son who do not pretend to do any pros- 
pecting, but wait! until they hear ot 
some good discovery being made; they 
then stake all claims around the new 
discovery and wait for some speculator 
to buy them, not {doing any work on 
them themselves, relying on the story 
of the big. discovery to sell their claim 
at a good price. | They do not record 
these claims which they stake out, as

ers ol Bangor win approve of the pur- 
chase of the Baiigor and Brewer toll 
bridge should the. city of Brewer also 
consent to the measure. 


As everybody knows, the charter of 
the Bangor Bridge Company has run 
out and has never been renewed, the 
legislature having refused to grant an- 
other. Under the] provision of chapter

islature of 1895, the city of Bangor and 
the city of Brewer, or either of them, 
may purchase the property. It is pro-

Bangor Bridge 


Company known-as'the Bangor 
and 


Brewer toll bridge, and Its appurte- 
nances, provided that the city of Brew- 
er shall also authorize the purchase of 
its proportional share?" 


If this order passes the city govern- 


ment the people will have a chance at 
the next election, to be held in March, 
to express themselves on the bridge 
question. The fathers of the order say 
that an effort will be made to induce 
the Brewer city government to pass a 
similar order, and so obtain the senti- 
ment of that city on the Issue. ' 


It is interesting to note that 'there 


Is no county road across the Penobscot 
river below Rowland, at which point 
a steel bridge '100 feet longer than the 
Bangor bridge has been built, at the ex- 
pense of the county, at a cost ot about 
$30,000.
